395,068. The m ining interest of the 
Pacific slope for the year ju st closed 
also exceeds that of any previous 
twelve months in point of develop­ 
ment and profit. 
W e have not only 
to record im portant developments on 
the great lode of the Comstock, but 
the discovery and opening of other 
mines of the most promising charac­ 
ter at various points along the vast 
mineral belts that lie parallel with 
the Sierra Nevada — mines, some of 
which promise to materially swell 
within the near future the great tide 
of bullion which is already stim ulat­ 
ing every branch of industry, however 
obscure or remote. 
W e enter upon a 
new year with an outlook to these 
interests of a most promising charac­ 
ter. 
At no time in our history, has 
the operator in mines or m ining stocks 
had equal cause for self congratula­ 
tion in regard to the prospects for the 
future than he has at the present hour. 
The whole m ining interest of the 
coast seems to have entered upon a 
more exciting as well as a more sub­ 
stantial era than ever before. From 
every quarter comes reports daily of 
discoveries of the precious metals and 
other valuable minerals of such a 
character that we are led to believe 
that our m ining interests are yet only

are in great demand. 
Two or three 
acres judiciously planted in vegeta­ 
bles, will m ake a farmer more clear 
money than fifty acres 
in grain. 
Then tbis laboris more like recreation 
than work. 
We cannot tell now the 
precise cost of a family machine, the 
parties have a machine on the road 
th at will soon be here. 
W hen this 
model m achine arrives they will pub­ 
lish the cost; but we presume it will 
be inside of one hundred dollars. This 
information is a God send to the 
farmers and just intim e. 
L et them 
prepare for it. It is hardly necessary 
to say anything about the profit of 
drying or preserving fruit in this way. 
Every few days for m onths past we 
have published something on this 
subject. 
It is simply enormous—from 
fifty to three hundred per cent, and 
this per cent, can now be pocketed by 
the producers. The parties will soon 
publish their progress and we promise 
to keep our readers posted. 


The patent right lor a family fruit 
dryer has been procured by E. II. 
W orkman anil Dr. A. E. Merrill for 
the county of Los Angeles. 
Here is 
something that every family must uud 
will have. 
We have seen the plates 
of the dryer and a sample of the fruit 
and vegetables dried on it, and we pro­ 
nounce it the best thing we have ever 
seen for family use. While it is cheap 
and easy to operate, it will preserve 
twenty-five to sixty bushels of fruit 
or vegetables a day. 
The raisins we 
have not seen, but they are said to be 
equal to the raisins made by the Alden 
process, of which we have no doubt. 
The principle being the same, the 
fruit must be equal in every respect. 
This dryer has the advantage of ad­ 
m itting or cutting off' any am ount of 
hot air th at the operator wishes, by 
simply turning u screw. 
W hile it is 
so simple th at the women and chil­ 
dren on the tarm can operate it, it is 
susceptible of being enlarged to any 
extent. 
Thus companies 
can 
be 
formed and a factory put up on a large 
scale. 
W e hail these things w ith de­ 
light. 
It places the farmer upon an 
independent footing. 
His fruit, veg­ 
etables and grapes can be prepared at 
home and stored away until he finds a 
m arket to suit. Everything cured in 
these dryers will keep any length of 
time, and no fear ot worm or mildew. 
This is one reason why this fruit sells 
so much higher in market than sun 
dried fruit—they may be sent around 
the world a dozen times and will then 
open as sweet and fresh as the day 
t.hey came out of the dryer. 
Another 
reason is, that fruit, when placed in u 
basin of water, will reassume all its 
fresh qualities, so that no one can tell 
but it was just from the tree or gar­ 
den. 
H ence we readily see why 


Important Facts. 


Mr. F. P. F. T e m p l e and Engineer 
C r a w f o r d were called to San F ran­ 
cisco last week by a telegram from 
Senator J o n e s on business connected 
with the Los Angeles and Independ­ 
ence Railroad. 
Mr. T e m p l e returned 
on Sunday morning, and from him we 
obtain 
the following information 
Senator J o n e s and other capitalists 
agree to take three hundred thousand 
dollars of stock in the road provided 
the people of Los Angeles and San 
Bernardino counties will subscribe an 
equal am ount. The road is to be built 
on the ordinary gauge and will con­ 
nect with no other road between the 
point of leaving the water and Inde­ 
pendence. 
The road will probably 
leave the water at Santa Monica. 
These are the terms and conditions on 
which we m ay build a railroad that 
will m ake Los Angeles the second city 
in the State and Los Angeles valley 
the richest and most desirable spot on 
the Pacific Coast. 
It behooves the 
people of this city and valley to think 
earnestly and act promptly on the 
proposition aboveset forth. There are 
already about one hundred thousand 
dollars of the stock subscribed by resi­ 
dents of this city and county, and to 
meet the terms of the San Francisco 
capitalists we must find subscribers 
for two hundred thousand more. These 
must be found in this and San B er­ 
nardino county. 
Los Angeles city 
will be greatly benefited by this road, 
and she must aid in its construction. 
The company will require the right of 
way through the city, and will prob­ 
ably ask the corporation to take stock 
in the road. 
Both requests should be 
cheerfully and 
promptly complied 
with. The stock in this road will be­ 
come good property, and the day work 
on the road is fairly inaugurated the 
general advance in property will ex­ 
ceed thirty-three percent. The route 
of the road is not fixed nor even agreed 
upon. 
I t is the purpose of the com ­ 
pany to buihl a railroad from the 
water to Independence. 
To the com­ 
pany it is not all im portant th at their 
road shall pass through the city of 
Los Angeles. Unless we m ake it an 
object it m ay be to their interest to 
leave us a few miles to one side. This 
is another consideration to which our 
people should give careful attention. 
The distance from this city to Inde­ 
pendence is set down by Mr. C r a w ­ 


f o r d at 220 miles and he estimates 
that six hundred thousand dollars will 
grade the road bed and furnish the 
ties. This done and tiie iron m ay be 
easily raised by bonding the road. 
Road or no road now rests with the 
people of Los Angeles and San Ber­ 
nardino counties. 


L a te st Teleg ram s. 


The Panamint Mines. 


The San Francisco papers note the 
departure of Mr. T k e n o r W. P a r k , 
President of the Panam a Eailroad, for 
the P anam int mines. H e gives to the 
Fost the following information con­ 
cerning the shipment of ores via Los 
Angeles and Panama: 
Through contracts can be made for ore 
from Los Angeles to Liverpool at the 
rate of £4 10 per ton of 2,240 pounds, 
and if large quantities came forward 
tiie r a te would be made £4. 
H e says 
the Surprise valley mines could fur­ 
nish 300 tons a day at a fortnight’s 
notice, and tiie district 1,000 tons, but 
this cannot be done while the ore has 
to be hauled from the interior to the 
sea port. A railroad, broad gauge, 
from Truxton or Shoo Fly to the 
mouth of Surprise Cañón cau be built 
and equipped for $2,000,000, and this 
ore traffic, with tho accompanying 
merchandise and passenger business, 
would make it the best paying road 
in the United States. A narrow,three 
foot gauge could be constructed for 
about $1,200,000. 
There are other 
mines of immense value in the lower 
part of the State, the ore of Which can 
never be worked on tiie spot for the 
want of wood anil water, and which 
must lie dormant until there is rail­ 
road communication w ith the ocean. 
Speaking of the handling of ores 
twice at Panama,through the distance 
which ships have to lie from the rail­ 
road wharf, he says the inconvenience 
is not so great as is supposed, and that 
the total expense is less than the in­ 
terest on the $2,000,000 it would take 
to build a wharf to the anchorage. In 
regard to the cost of sending these 
ores by steam and rail to England in­ 
stead of by tho cape and sailing ves­ 
sels, he says the saving of insurance, 
with the interest, on high grade ores 
compensate 
for 
the difference 
on 
freight. These ores when rich in cop­ 
per will continue to be sent to Swan­ 
sea, as the copper, which otherwise 
would be lost, pays the cost of freight 
and reduction.

C h ic a g o , January 2d.—A W ash­ 
ington special says a prominent Con­ 
servative now in Washington, who is

Louisiana, says the 
Democratic leaders are opposed to any 
revolutionary move for any purpose. 
They all encourage the bluff game 
against the Retiring Board in the hope 
of securing the return of a majority in 
the House, but threats were made 
without any intention of executing 
them. 
The Democratic leaders will 
not encourage the revolution for two 
reasons: 
First, because they believe 
that a revolutionary movement would 
prejudice them before the Congres­ 
sional committee ; second, because 
such movement m ight result in the 
re-establishment of a military govern­ 
ment. They would have been willing 
to accept a majority of five for or 
against them. They believe they can 
control, by bribery and flattery, a suf­ 
ficient number of negro votes to give 
them the preliminary organization of 
the House. 
Under the circumstances 
they will not attem pt to install their 
members by force but by attempting 
to 
prevent 
the 
arrival 
of 
col­ 
ored 
Republican 
members 
from 
the parishes, aud by other means, 
will 
endeavor 
to 
arrange 
it so 
that a sufficient num ber of colored rep­ 
resentatives from the country will be 
absent when the House Is organized,to 
secure the control of the organization 
to the Democrats. They will refuse to 
make appropriations for mileage, per 
diein or expenses to the officers of ihe 
Kellogg State Government, and will 
thus seek to cripple it. They will also 
attempt to control two-thirds of the 
Senate and then impeach both Kel­ 
logg and Antoine. 
Failing to get the 
necessary two-thirds in the Senate, 
the Democrats, on the last day of the 
session, will prefer articles of im­ 
peachment 
simultaneously agaiust 
Kellogg and Antoine and suspend 
them from office. 
The Democratic 
Speaker would then become Governor 
until the Legislature could act on the 
case. The session of the Legislature, 
by the Constitution, Is limited to 
sixty days. 
No extra session could 
be called except by the acting Gov­ 
ernor, who would tie the Democratic 
Speaker, and he, of course, would not 
call one. 
Meantime the acting Gov­ 
ernor would have the means to make 
all the appointments which the Con­ 
stitution and laws give the Governor. 
He would be able to disintegrate the 
Republican party by the distribution 
of numerous valuable offices.

OUR MINERAL WEALTH. 


ííc k D iscoveries o f 'fin . C oal, C innab ar, 
S ilver am i (tolil 
The H e r a l d has of late frequently 
referred to tlie discoveries of mineral 
wealth made in the mountains sur­ 
rounding San Fernando. Yesterday 
Senator Maclay, who came down 
from San Fernando, assured us that 
the discoveries are ten fold more valu­ 
able than reported. Prospectors are 
out in all directions, and the excite­ 
ment at San Fernando is red hot, and 
daily increasing. A number of ex­ 
perts from San Francisco, represent­ 
ing heavy capitalists, are in the town, 
and they share in the prevailing ex­ 
citement. 
Senator Maclay himself has been 
out on a prospecting tour, and a few 
days ago he discovered a tin mine, 
some twelve miles north of the town, 
assaying 80 per cent, of pure ore. 
At 
least twenty discoveries of tin, just as 
rich, have been made in the past few 
weeks. 
A coal vein was struck last week, 
within six miles of San Fernando, 
with an opening of four feet. The coal 
burns freely, is of the anthracite class, 
and the only drawback is that it 
leaves too much slag when burned. 
The cinnabar discoveries are in a 
district from three to twenty miles 
north of the town. Last week quite a 
number of new deposits of quicksilver 
were discovered, most of them ex­ 
ceedingly rich. 
At least half a dozen gold leads have 
been discovered within the past few 
weeks, and tho assays are most natter­ 
ing.Five miles north of town a pros­ 
pector, named Slater, lias just discov­ 
ered a silver mine that yields almost 
pure silver—the best hit yet made by 
prospectors in the San Fernando re­ 
gion. 
Tiie petroleum wells are yielding 
finely, and fresh flows are daily being 
discovered, on botli sides of the 
mountains that encompass San Fer­ 
nando. 


MARINE INTELLIGENCE. 
Tho Ventura will be In port on Wednesday, 
f.ioia San Diego, en route to Han Francisco.
